4.5 Existing service craft and yachts - Periodical Surveys 


(Part only shown) 
4.5.14 Craft which have satisfactorily passed a Special Survey will have a record entered indicating the date. Where the Special 


Survey is completed more than three months before the due date, the new record of Special Survey will be the final date of survey. 
In the case of yachts, this information will be recorded on the GlassDirectLive Class Direct website. 


4.5.16 In cases where the craft has been laid up or has been out of service for a considerable period because of a major repair or 
modification and the Owner elects to only carry out the overdue surveys, the next period of class will start from the expiry date of 
the Special Survey. If the Owner elects to carry out the next due Special Survey, the period of class will start from the survey 
completion date.

1.7 Preparation for survey and means of access 
1.7.1 In order to enable the attending Surveyor(s) to carry out the survey, provisions for proper and safe access are to be 
agreed between the Owner and LR and be in accordance with IACS Procedural Requirement PR 37. Tanks and spaces are to be 


safe for access, be gas free and properly ventilated. Prior to entering a tank, void or enclosed space, it is to be verified that the 
atmosphere in that space is free from hazardous gas and contains sufficient oxygen.
